This paper is filed in reply to the Decision of the Office issued 08 April 2009 
dismissing the 'Petition for Revival of an Application Abandoned Unintentionally' filed by 
Applicant on 02 February 2009. Herein, Applicant requests reconsideration and reversal of 
the Decision based upon further evidence of unintentionality provided herewith. 

In the Decision, the Office has requested additional information surrounding (1) 
the delay in reply that originally resulted in the abandonment; and (2) the delay in filing an 
initial petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) to revive the application. 

The delay at issue occurred wholly unintentionally due to a postal non-delivery of a 
communication between Applicant's undersigned U.S. representative and Applicant's 
German representative and, further, due to the non-receipt of the Notice of Abandonment 
by Applicant's U.S. representative. Relevant details now follow. 
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On 29 November 2005, Applicant's U.S. representative sent a report to Applicant's 
German representative regarding the Notice of Appeal filed 25 October 2005 and advising 
of the applicable deadlines. A copy of this communication is provided at Exhibit 1 . This 
report was not received by Applicant's German representative, as evidenced by 
communication therefrom on 21 April 2008 to Applicant's U.S. representative, said 
communication being provided herewith at Exhibit 2. Miscommunication of instructions 
ensued, and a reply was not filed. 

The Notice of Abandonment was issued by the Office on 19 June 2006 but was not 
received by Applicant's U.S. representatives and thus not provided to Applicant nor 
Applicant's German representative. As evidence of non-receipt, Exhibit 3 includes a copy 
of Applicant's U.S. representatives' file jacket and docket report. Both of these show the 
last correspondence with the USPTO as being the Notice of Appeal filed 25 October 2005. 
The file jacket is left blank where it would have included details regarding receipt of the 
Notice of Abandonment (see lower-right column). Similarly, the docket report concludes 
with the Notice of Appeal and provides no details of the Notice of Abandonment. 

Accordingly, neither Applicant, nor Applicant's U.S nor German representatives, 
were aware of the Notice of abandonment until a file inspection was prompted by the 
communication from Applicant's German representative enclosed at Exhibit 2. Thereafter, 
Applicant and Applicant's U.S. and German representatives reviewed the file in detail, 
consulted regarding the outstanding rejections and the relied-upon prior art, and then 
drafted, prepared and filed on 02 February 2009 the Petition for Revival, Request for 
Continued Examination, and the Response to Office Action. 

None of the delay associated with the submission of 02 February 2009 resulted 
from a deliberately chosen course of action on the part of Applicant nor on the part of 
Applicant's U.S. or German representatives. To the contrary, the entire delay in filing the 
required reply, from the original due date until the filing of the petition of 02 February 
2009, was unintentional. Thus, reconsideration and reversal of the Decision on Petition is 
respectfully requested. 
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If there are any charges with respect to this filing, or otherwise concerning the 
instant application, please charge them to Deposit Account No. 06-1 130 maintained by 
Applicant's attorneys. Applicant hereby petitions under 37 C.F.R. §1 .136 for any 
extension of time necessary for entry and consideration of the present reply. The Examiner 
is invited to contact Applicant's attorneys at the below- indicated telephone number 
regarding this Response or otherwise concerning the present application.
